To  THE  Members  of  the  Tottington  Urban  District 
Council  and  Residents  of  Tottington. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Totting;ton  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1938,  tog-ether  -with  the  vital  statistics  relative  to  that 
period. 

A  consideration  of  the  vital  statistics  reveals  a  rise  in  the 
birth  rate  and  a  fall  in  the  death  rate,  while  there  has  been 
a  marked  fall  in  the  death  rate  of  infants  below  one  year,  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  also  is 
higher  than  the  average  for  the  previous  five  years,  whilst 
the  death  rate  is  lower  for  the  corresponding  period. 

It  will  be  seen  also  that  fatalities  from  heart  disease 
account  for  a  large  proportion  of  deaths.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  has  been  nil. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  a  small  epidemic  of 
scarlet  fever  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  affecting 
chiefly  children  attending  Walshaw  School,  which  was 
closed  for  a  brief  time. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified 
during-  the  year,  of  which  thirteen  occurred  at  Holly  Mount 
Institution.  Immunisation  against  the  latter  disease  has 
not  been  practised  on  a  wholesale  basis  in  the  district,  but  I 
certainly  think  it  would  be  a  wise  procedure  to  adopt. 

.Sanitary  improvements  during  the  year  include  repairs 
to  dwelling-houses  and  conversion  of  privies  to  water  closets. 
There  are  still  over  200  privy  middens.  Where  possible  these 
should  be  converted,  but  in  the  cases  where  no  sewer  is  avail¬ 
able,  a  pail  system  is  preferable. 

There  is  one  feature  which  is  far  from  satisfactory,  and 
that  is  the  water  supply  at  Affetside,  Four  Lane  Ends,  Three 
Lane  Ends,  and  Cann  Street.  These  districts  are  served  by 
wells,  which  in  most  cases  are  contaminated  by  surface  water 
and  are  unfit  for  drinking  purposes.  This  I  consider  is  a 
serious  state  of  affairs  and  should  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as 
possible. 

In  this  connection  it  is  well  to  consider  that  an  evacua¬ 
tion  of  a  considerable  population  from  another  area  would 
increase  the  danger.

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Four  slaughter-houses  are  licensed.  Slaughtering  has 
only  been  carried  out  regularly  in  one  of  these.  In  the  other 
cases,  occasional  slaughtering  takes  place. 

The  meat  sold  has  beezi  of  good  quality. 

A  sample  of  water  taken  at  a  farm  proved  to  be  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  a  supply  of  water  from  the  main  of  the  Irwell 
Valley  Water  Board  was  obtained. 

Extensive  alterations  to  two  farms  have  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.  At  one  of  these,  the  farmer  has 
obtained  an  accredited  licence.  There  are  now  three  farmers 
retailing  accredited  milk. 

Two  cases  of  anthrax  occurred  at  a  farm  in  December, 
a  cow  and  a  horse.  The  carcases  were  destroyed,  and  the 
premises  disinfected. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  regularly  at  the 
accredited  farms,  and  from  farms  supplying  milk  to  the 
schools  in  the  district.  All  the  samples  were  satisfactory. 

For  the  removal  of  house  refuse,  which  is  done  by  the 
Council’s  own  men  and  vehicles,  a  motor  waggon  has 
replaced  two  horses  and  carts,  and  the  dustbins  and  ashpits 
are  now  emptied  more  frequently.  The  work  has  been  done 
in  a  satisfactory  manner.
